Articles Of Historical Interest 


Public Archives Acquire Momentoes 
of Days of Long Ago 

_ The Public Archives of Canada has 
recently acquired several articles of 
much historical interest. One of these 
is the coronet that was worn by the 
Baroness Macdonald of Earnscliffe at 
the coronation of King Edward VII. 
There is also a silver trowel used by 
her in laying the corner-stone of the 
Methodist Sabbath School at Victoria, 
in 1886. 

’ Souvenirs of Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald received include,. besides a small 
silver fruit-knife, three pins used in 
wearing Scottish Highland costume, 
of which two bear cairngorm stones 
in embossed silver settings, and the 
third cairngorm and enamel orna- 
mentation. 

Another noteworthy acquisition is 
a silver loving cup, elaborately but 
delicately chased, which was present- 
ed in 1794 by Colonel John Graves 
Simcoe, first Lieutenant-Governor of 
Upper Canada, to Alexander Mac- 
kenzie (afterwards Sir Alexander) 
on his return from the transcontinen- 
tal expedition of 1793 which brought 
him, first of white men from the 
East, to the Pacific Ocean.’ On his 
return journey Mackenzie visited the 
Simcoes at Niagara on September 8, 
1794.—Ottawa Journal. 


New Collection Mania 


Idea Now Is to Acquire Records of 
Celebrated Voices 

The gramophone is responsible for 
the latest form of the collecting 
mania, and one for which there is 
more to be said than for most others. 
Many people are now assiduously 
collecting voice records of celebrated 
peopie, 

Royal voice records, being rarer 
than others, are naturally in greatest 
demand by connoisseurs. There are 
ten different records extant of King 
George. V.’s voice. One of these, 
which is now 13 years old, also in- 
cludes a few brief words by Queen 
Mary. As this is the only occasion 
when Her Majesty’s utterance was 
thus recorded, this particular record 
is a valued one. Only one record as 
yet exists of King George VI.'s voice,

Of the Duke of Windsor’s voice, 
however,’ there are three 
records in existence, one when he 
was still Prince of Wales, another 
when he was King Edward VIII, and 
a third which immortalizes his abdi- 
cation speech.

There is a case in London 
at the moment in which, by a strange 
irony, the ‘corporation of the City of 
London is appealing to’. the Privy 
Council against the proposal of the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners’ to de- 
molish All Hallows church, Lombard 
‘Street, and sell the site. . 

All Hallows is one of quite a num- 
ber: of London churches whiclt have 
lost their congregations because the 
districts they once served have be- 
come business and commercial, rath- 
er than residential. areas. The. Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners want to get 
rid of these churches which have 
ceased to be useful and use wha! 
money they get for building new 
churches in Greater London. 

All Hallows has three claims to 
fame and the Corporation of London 
thinks they should be respected, The 
site has been used for ecclesiastical 
purposes since before the Norman 
conquest. Thé church was built by Sir 
Christopher Wren after / the ,Great 
Fire. And it was from its pulpit that 
John Wesley preached his first ex- 
tempore sermon.—Vancouver Proy-
